The General Operating Budget data 
for November 201 1 is as follows:

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Improvements to the Sanctuary 
Sound System 

In November, the Worship Committee with the 
services of a consultant arranged for making some 
much needed improvements to the Sanctuary sound 
system. Those improvements included replacing the 
digital processor, the main amplifier and the main 
Sanctuary speakers; adding an amplifier for monitor 
speakers, two monitor speakers for the choir; 
adding two "distance pickup" microphones for 
groups of people - such as kids, duets, the choir - 
and for acoustic instruments, and an ear-worn 
microphone to be used with the existing wireless 
system. 

In addition, the project included, complete 
installation, testing and balancing of the new 
system; training of CCC personnel and complete 
documentation. 

These changes have eliminated the buzzing, 
feedback and other distortions in the old system 
and have significantly improved the clarity and 
quality of the sound, both spoken and music, 
processed through the system. 

The purchase and installation of these 
improvements were funded from the earnings from 
the Kathryn Westerberg-Viravec Memorial Fund. 
What's that? Read the accompanying article. 




Kathryn Memorial Fund 

One of CCCs three memorial funds is the 
Kathryn Endowment Fund established in 1997. 
Although many of you may know John and Dottie, 
you may not be aware of the background of this 
fund in memory of their daughter, Kathy. During 
junior high and high school, Kathy was very 
involved with CCCs youth groups. In fact, she was 
instrumental in bringing the entire Westerberg 
family to this church. After she went on to college, 
started her career, and married, she always had a 
soft spot in her heart for Community Christian 
Church. Kathy passed away on December 31, 1995 
at the age of 29 after a battle with cancer. 

In December 1997, John and Dottie established 
the Kathryn Endowment Fund with a thoughtful 
and generous gift of $25,000 to CCC. The purpose 
of this permanent fund is to produce earnings for 
the church to use to make repairs and address 
special projects and needs that are not covered by 
our general operating budget. The endowment 
principle will not be spent; only the earnings will be 
available for special uses. Since the inception of this 
fund donations from a number of CCC members 
have been added to the principle. 

Over the past 12 years, the earnings have been 
used for several much needed improvements to 
CCC, including 

• In 1999, replacing the sliding glass doors in the 
kitchen of Friendship Hall. 

• In 2001, helping fund the Friendship Hall 
kitchen remodeling 

• In 2003, installing an independent heating 
system for Thompson Hall 

• In 2009, purchasing new cushions for the 
Sanctuary pews and choir chairs 

And, in November 2011, improvements to the 
Sanctuary sound system (described in the 
accompanying article) were purchased with 
earnings from this fund. 

When you sit in the Sanctuary and listen to the 
clarity and fidelity of the amplified music and 
spoken word, think of Kathy and how her love for 
this church continues to help us do God's work at 
CCC.
